flic exigencies of war and its aftermath, 


fell by public as well as private enterprises, may 
lo some extent account for abnormal financial 
procedure in stale departments and institutions, 
kit the governor is nonc-the-less right in insist- 
ing upon legal conformity in (he expenditure of 
public funds.
